“The committee discussed resolutions prepared for their 
consideration by Mr. Root, setting forth the general principles 
to guide the committee in its further investigation in regard to 
China, which, after full discussion and amendment, were adopted 
in the following form: . 

„It ia the firm intention of the powers attending this confer- . 
ence hereinafter mentioned, to wit: the United States, Belgium, 
the British Empire, France, Italy, Japan, The Netherlands and 
Portugal 

“(1.) To respect the sovereignty, the independence and the 
territorial and administrative integrity of China. ; 

“(2.) Te provide the fullest and most unembarrassed op- 
portunity to China to develop and maintain for herself an effec- 
tive and stable government. 

“(3.) To use their influence for effectually establishing and | 
maintaining the principle of equal opportunity for the commerce 
and industry of all nations throughout the territory of China. 

4.) To refrain from taking advantage of the present con- 
ditions in order to seek special rights or privileges which would 
abtidge the rights of the subjects or citizens of friendly states 
and from countenancing action inimical to the security of such 
states, .
